Joe Daniels and 
Tom Howling had no chance to accumulate any- 
thing like the great sums that subsequently fell to 
the annual leader. Stakes of considerable value 
were few and purses small in their days. It was 
not until after such rich stakes as the Futurity. 
lio|M*ful. Great American and similar events laid 
Ix-cit instituted that it became possible for a two- 
year-old to win a fortune. 

In money won Domino stands far in advance of all 
American two-year-olds. This splendid horse was 
lucky in his two-year-old career in that most of the 
big stakes he won that year were at their meridian 
in value. Had another two-year-old in the succeed- 
ing year won identically the same stakes it would 
not have won near so much money.

HAVANA. Cuba, February 23. As a result of the 
great improvement shown by Orestes and other horses 
in the stable of A. II. Diaz there will lie another 
invasion of American tracks this year by the pro- 
gressive Cuban turfman The coming venture 
will lie more pretentious than that of 191*. when 
there were only a few moderate class two-year-olds 
to support Orestes, then a three -year-old, and which 
failed utterly to maintain the form that made 
him a great In rse here last winter. In addition to 
Orestes, again the sensation here, there will In* the 
four-year-old Zululund. by Assagai — Lndy Doncas- 
ter. which is the holder of the track record of 1:44 '-i 
for a mile and a sixteenth and has been showing 
splendid form, Together with six promising two- 
year-olds. 

Eastern turfmen may lie prepared to see an en- 
tirely different horse in Orestes to the one that 
rai-cil i:i the Preukncss and other events last year. 
Ctuler the care of trainer William McDaniel the son 
of Tracery has developed into a splendid looking 
thoroughbred and has lawn racing up to his looks. 
He Inis not tiecn raced to death and has only two 
more engagements here, the lndcp**u*|cnce Handi- 
cap at a mile and an eighth on Monday, ant! the 
Carnival Handicap at a mile oil Sunday. March 2. 
Afterward li° will rest and gallop on iiis home track 
until the season ends, when lie will lie shipped with 
toe rest of the string to one of the New York 
tracks. 

McDaniel is reticent alsmt his plans, but it is a 
sure tiling that he will not attempt to send Orestes 
to the |iosf in tlie .States until he has had a good 
preparation and is ready to race. Orestes has been 
entered iu events on tin* New York trucks, lint the 
only thing sure is that lie will lie seen in action at 
Saratoga, provided lie is up to a rjtce. Turfmen 
here are certaiu that he will make an entirely dif- 
ferent showing to that of n year ago. Much the 
same pbm will lie followed with 'Alllulmsl. the f»e t 
that Isdii these horses have raced on few occasions 
during the four months' sjiort in Cuba being suf- 
ficient guarantee that McDaniel is wise enough not 
to race his charges off their feet. 

Of the half dozen two-year-olds three have al- 
ready won races here, while the others have shown 
encouraging form. Just Fancy, by Colin — Idle 
Fancy, the filly that Mr. Diaz paid $7,500 for, 
which went to the tobacco fund, has dual brackets 
to her credit ami has not been beaten. Another 
good one is also a charity filly, the Red Cross 
miss Azttritn. by Hessian — Motley. She has won 

one race and finished a close second to Just Fancy 
in another. Blue Wrack, a colt by Wrack — Ocean 
Blue, also has earned winning brackets, scoring 
oil both occasions that lie has faced the starter. 

Mr. Diaz has won most of the baby races and 
bolds a strong hand for tin* t uba Juvenile Stakes, 
to be decided tomorrow, and which will go far 
toward determining the ls*st youngster here. Just 
Fancy. Azurita and Blue Wrack arc among those 
eligible to race for tile $1,200 added money, and 
with Dr. Hall, the early sensation, not nominated, 
it is quite on tlie card that the Diaz stable may 
run one. two. three. 

A good race is in prospect for M outlay, When 
Orestes is likely to meet Kar Spence’s Hodge in 
the Independence Handicap at a mile and a six- 
teenth. Hodge, which until Tuesday had not raced 
in two years, lias been going along finely in his 
work and is rapidly approaching the form that made 
him such a good handicap horse three or four years 
ago. Both these cracks are also entered ill the Far- 
nival Handicap at a mile, to be run on Sunday. 
March 9. 

Tlie s|airt here has lieen first class for 
the past few weeks, with fine weather atid a fast 
track most of the time. The improvement made iu 
old campaigners by the equable climate is notice- 
able. an example lieing found in Skiles Knob, a 
seven-.vear-o!d sou of Hurst Park, racing in the 
colors of W. Feuchter. Skiles Knob was a selling 
plater when lie came here, and in fact his owner 
thought so little of him that it was only nt the 
solicitation of II. D. Brown that he brought him 
to t'uhu. Skiles Knob lias accomplished the unusual 
in winning six handicaps on all kinds of tracks. 



and in *1111* of his races he carried 13<1 1 annuls and 
defeated a good hand at five and a half furlongs 
over a sloppy track. 

Maxey Hirsch is now on his way back to the 
States. After a lot ef hard luck at the beginning 
tlie Loft stable rounded into form and pieketl up 
several purses recently. Frank 1». Weir still is 
racing with success, and unlike Mr. Ixift he will 
take mist of his campaigners hack to America with 
him. 

There was a sensation caused recently liy the 
changing of uiiinl>ers on niutitel tickets, hut the 
fraud was nipped in the hud. The first changed 
ticket was paid, hat .1. .1. McFarland, the Pinkerton 
representative, got to work ami the result was 
Ilia! the next day when a forged ticket was offered 
tlie man presenting it was arrested and fined. 
Another was caught tin* day following and was 
sentenced to thirty -one days in jail. That ended 
tin* operations of the gang, and tlie Fiilians appear 
to have learned that tlie lietiing system is too well 
protected to lie vulnerable. 

Bat ing has been so successful I bat from now on 
there will be racing every tlay 'if tlie week, and no 
Mondays off. as was tlie custom at the la-ginning. 
This, in spite of the drawback from strikes, will al- 
low the full low days of racing to In* carried out in 
accordance with the announcement of the manage- 
ment.

NOTABLE ENGLISH RACING MAN GONE 

J. W. Larnach, Whose Jeddah Won the 1898 Epsom 
Derby at 100 to 1, Is Dead. 



LDNlMiN. England. February 1. — A notable figure 
in English racing tiled yesterday at Kenuet, New- 
market. It was J. W. Larnach. member of the 
Jockey ('lull anti a man keenly and actively engaged 
ill English racing since his youth. He was seventy 
years of age. wealthy, and had figured as owner, 
breeder and amateur rider. It was Mr. Larnach 
whose Jeddah won the Epsom Derby of 1*9* at list 
t*> 1. for which Dictlonnc was favorite. Tlie Jed- 
dah win made English racing men gasp. 

Then* were eighteen runners in the 1*9* Derby, 
and at Tattenham Coiner. Batt. which belonged to 
the Duke of Westminster, and Wantage were iu 
front, with Disraeli next, but the favorite was 
beaten a Dm 1 f milt* from home. Then it looked as 
if the Duke of Portland’s hopes were going to In* 
realized, hut when real pressure was put on lie 
collapsed and the race was left to Batt and Jed- 
dah. Tin* Kingselere horse was beaten llK* yards 
away, and Jeddah won with a certain amount of 
ease, although the official verdict was only three 
Parts of a length. Another llM* to 1 chance, and a 
ilisapiMiliiting horse. Dunlop, was third. 

As a schoolboy tlie late Mr. Larnach took a deep 
interest in the thoroughbred, and while at Cam- 
bridge he managed to liecome possessed of three 
horses, and rating as "Mr. Eton.” lit* met with a 
fair measure of success, while lie usually rode liis 
own horse*. 

As show ing his keenness it may be mentioned that 
"bile studying for liis degree he rode sixteen miles 
b> Huntingdon and back on a Friday, and again on 
1 he following day. in order to have six mounts in 
the steeplechases there. He won three of the races 
and earned his degree on the Monday. 

When the Grand National held their meeting at 
Tottenham instructions were given that no under- 
graduate was to take part, hut young Iatruacli dis- 
regarded the instructions and rode his own mare. 
Miss Fanny, to victory in a hunters’ steeplechase, 
lit* developed into a Jockey of no mean ability and. 
after leaving Cambridge, lie rode at utility hunt 
meeting* iu the name of “Mr. l*ull>J.” 



SUGGESTS CALIFORNIA RACING BILL PATRIOTISM OF A WESTERN OWNER 

Veteran Turfman Thinks the Time Is Ripe for Account of Wagers Won Last Year So as to 

Measure Similar to Kentucky Law. I Income Tax on the Total. 



SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.. February 23. — D. A. 
I limey man. a retired racing man, thinks the time 
is ripe for a racing commission in California, with 
a law that would permit the sport being con- 
ducted under the auspiecs.of the state. Honey man 
lsiints out that it would bring a revenue well worth 
while. 

He says in part as follows: 

“Now that the taxation question has become a 
paramount topic with the lawmakers ami finun- 
ciers of California, they must turn to other methods 
of semiring money to take the plaee of that lost 
in liquor licenses, etc. Would it not la* wise to have 
a racing law passed in California similar to the 
Kentucky law? Tilt* various Kentucky tracks pay 
an enormous *11111 each year to tlie state. In addi- 
tion to tin* revenue, the liorst* breeding industry i> 
stimulated: stock farms have increased in value 
and everything connected with the thoroughbred is 
booming. 

“Thousands of dollars go into Kentucky each 
year from tlie outside. California has several fine 
stock farms, and her green grass, bay, water and 
soil are second to none. She lias in times past 
produced champions of all kinds and made famous 
the farms of different breeders. 

If a reasonable law could In* passed, California 
once more would take her place where sin* properly 
Is-lougs as one of the great horse breeding states 
of tlie Fnion. The state officials iu Kentucky 
approve anti indorse their law regulating racing by 
a Stale Bailing Commission appointed by tlie 
governor, and i 1 * provisions ought to lie better 
understood by the legislators of our own state. 
Washington is about to enact a State Racing Com- 
mission. 

“About two weeks ago all the Kentucky tracks 
were purchased by Senator < him den and several other 
wealthy men. who have iucor|»uraP-d a new asso- 
ciation* and propttse to sell their shares throughout 
Hu* state, limiting each purchaser to not more than 
five |ht cent of the capital stock, with dividends 
of not more than ten per cent, the balance of the 
profit reverting to the state. That will almost 
wipe out the liquor tas loss.” 



NEW YORK. N. Y., February 23. — Patriotism 
personified can lit* truthfully applied to an act 
purposed by Jefferson Livingston, tin* owner of 
about forty-two race horses, some of which are 
worth while, and others — well, the less said about 
them the better. But to begin at the farther end 
of Mr. I -Kingston's patriotic efforts. The war 

had no sooner la-gun than Mr. Livingston I 

over nearly all his business interests ami factories 
for the manufacture of sauces anti many oilier 
delicacies to the government, leaving to its dis- 
cretion what reeom|K*iise lie should receive. Tin* 
government ha* since recognized the obligation 
by thanking him for liis patriotism, as well as a 
financial reimbursement. This, however, is not all 
that this patriot is going to do for iii.s country; 
in* is going to pay income tax on his winnings 
through the victory of his and other horses that 
raced last year. "Tlie income tax calls for payment 
011 income, and I consider my winnings a part of 
my income,” said -Mr. Livingston, who is spendiug 
a few days iu this city. “All my racing transac- 
tions arc recorded by my secretary, and lie informed 
me a tlay or two ago that my winnings last year 
amounted to about $2(1.000. Naturally, you will 
say I was fortunate; I suppose I was! Neverthe- 
less, I am going to pay I think it is seventy -six 
per cent of that amount to the government as 
being a part of my income last year. Of course, 
I may lose this year, but that does not matter; 
that presumption will not effect my transactions 
of last year. The government is entitled to that 
part of my income, and it is going to get it. I 
have often wondered if all who wou last year will 
do the same.” 

In relating his plans for the coining racing season 
Mr. Livingston said he would send about a dozen 
horses to Hot Springs and the remainder of a 
stable of forty -two to Kentucky, where he intends 
to race until Saratoga opeus. “Those purses in 
Kentucky look mighty alluring,” declared Mr. 
Livingston “ami tin* price of things these days 
causes out* to look for the richest prizes when 
selecting locations for racing. I'nder the new enter 
of thing < in Kentucky there will be plenty of money 
distributed, if the plans of the new concern are 
carried lJ trough as proposed.” 



VIEWS OF SECRETARY F. REHBERGER 

Does Not Think the Gelding Exclusion Rule Destined 
to Produce Striking Effect. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. February 23. — Fn*d Rehberger, 
secretary of Aqueduct. Havre tie Grace and other 
racing institutions, was interviewed upon the new 
gelding rule that has hist lieen adopted by the 
Jockey dull. 41e is practically neutral on tin* 
question whether it would turn out advantageous 
or otherwise. "All these new rules have to lie 
tried out,” said lie. “and until they have hail a fair* 
trial oio* can hardly tell what the outcome will lie. 
This rule may do a lot of good, and then it may 
hardly effect the desired Improvement in horses. 
Tlie two-year-old rule was tried for a couple of 
racing seasons and was rescinded. The same thing 
mav be llie fate of the gelding rule. If one 

will go back thirty years, it will be discovered 
tiiat we have had few really good geldings in this 
country. There have not been ten iu my experience, 
the best being Banquet. Race la ml. Koauier. Billy 
Kelly. Did Rosebud. Stromboli ami Borrow. We 
have had hundreds of high-class colts and horses 
in that time, so that it is difficult to see where 
the rule will have a great effect anywhere. 

“At tills time it closes the door to geldings in tlie 
Withers. Belmont and Realization at Belmont 1’ark; 
the Travers. Kenner and Saratoga Flip at Saratoga; 
the Dwyer at Aqueduct, and the Derby at Empire 
City. Of course it may effect future events that 
may lie instituted at some of these trucks, hut new 
stakes of imisirtaiiee are not now lieing contem- 
plated. One thing is positive; it will make owners 
and breeders think twice before unsexing a colt, 
tiiougli records prove that geldings wear much 
longer than entire lairses. which Is an incentive 
for unsexing what look like common horses. Con- 
sequently I cannot see where the new rule is going 
to have any great effect upon the stiort. excepting 
where a higli-class horse is concerned, in which 
case his earning iiossibilities will be lessened. But 
as I said before, extra good geldings are so few 
that their absence iu the weight -for -age races 
will hardly be noticed.”
